This investigation is complete, brief attached, and applicant is being 
considered for an appointment to New Agents! Class beginning 7-8-63 on the basis of his 
LLB Degree. Applicant attended Fairfield University, Fairfield, Connecticut, from 9-53 
until 6-57 when he was graduated with a Bachelor of Business Administration Degree, 
ranking 36 in a class of 138. He has attended the University of Connecticut from 9-60 to 
the present time and anticipates receiving his LLB Degree in 6-63. At the end of his 

e first year he was rated 41 in a class of 58 and 46 in a class of 54 at the end of his second 
year. Thus far, during his last school year he has received 4 C's and 1 В. A grade of 
C must be maintained in order to remain in good standing. Professors interviewed 
recommended the applicant for the Special Agent position. 


He has held various employments, primarily on a part-time basis as 
stock selector, kitchen worker, and general laborer and clerk, all of which have been 
verified and found to be favorable. Criminal investigation reflects applicant has received 
9 traffic citations. However, he has been interviewed regarding this and advised that he 
realizes that he must abide by all traffic laws and that improper driving will not be 
| tolerated by the Bureau. Credit investigation was favorable throughout regarding the 
applicant and his family. 


Military records indicate applicant entered on inactive duty as a private 
in the United States Marine Corps Reserve in 12-55 and on 6-57 was honorably discharged 
as a Sergeant.

relating to the period when he was an officer indicates that in the first part of his service 
he was considered to need more experience to improve the effectiveness of his leader- 
Ship. Thereafter, his record indicated that he improved as time went on, each report 
got exceedingly better. Just before he was discharged he was described as a young, 
eager officer who worked diligently at all assigned tasks, as continually striving to 
prove his effectiveness, as organizing his work well. 
Neighbors, references and acquaintances describe the applicant as having 
an excellent reputation, as being intelligent, capable, industrious, dependable, coopera- 
tive and efficient in recommending him for the Special Agent position. Applicant's 
father was an attorney, deceased 5-18-63, as a result of a coronary.. Applicant advised 
his father's death will not have any effect upon his availability for an appointment.
